WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


While the amount of business that is passing through the 
market at the present time is not heavy, it is continuous, and 
the brokers are not finding life a dull dreary waste by any means. 

Tomatoes have scored an advance all along the line this 
week, and there is no one to be found who expects tem to go to 
lower levels this season at least until after packing is over, and 
few can figure it out for that time. No. 3 tomatoes are 85 to 
87 %c. here in Baltimore for spot stocks, and not lower than 75c. 
for futures. Even this latter figure is not attractive to many 
canners. We heard an offer of 75 to 7734c. om 2,000 cases only 
yesterday, and the packer answered ‘‘Not interested’. There 
are some spot tomatoes about, it is true, but not nearly the 
quantity that some jobbers seem to think. 

The weather has been quite favorable for the growth of 
what plants are set and for the setting out of others, but the 
shortage of plants on the Peninsula and down in Virginia is not 
mere rumor but grim fact. This is going to have an apprecia- 
ble effect upon the acreage. 

However, we look for an average acreage through this sec- 
tion and possibly a little larger than usual in the middle west, 
and if the season is a normal one the pack from it will be a fair 
sized one. We cannot see where a larger than usual pack can 
be counted on, especially when the consideration is made that 
tomato pulp for catsup must come out of whole tomatoes this 
season, and ‘‘standards’’ must be well filled with tomatoes—not 
water. With a comparatively bare market and the acreage in 
the heaviest producing sections limited by plant scarcity we 
cannot figure where the lower market prices are to come from. 
The changes are so numerous in our market quotations that we 
refer readers to these. 

Spot corn is a gencleman just now. One very large opera- 
tor said there was no Maine style corn to be had around here, 
and the brokers quote it at 90c. merely as an optional figure. 
Everything else in corn is scarce and the market cleaned up; in 
fact it looks as if the market might have to go hungry before 
new corn can be produced, for the jobbers are not carrying any 
over, and the packers have cleaned up.

But the crop is doing splendidly in almost every section. 
From Western Maryland come reports that the fields look fine, 
well filled out and growing rapidly. The cut worms are doing 
damage, but not enough to worry the growers. In Harford 
County it is said the crop could not be better. The dry May 
caused all the plantings to run together, but much of this was 
corrected by plowing up the fields and reseeding. There will 
be considerable trouble from this cause however, for the corn is 
sure to come with a great rush, and cause a glut in the factories. 
This is true in almost all sections. New York State is doing 
nicely with her crop, and the same is true throughout the West. 
In spite of this, however, there is no occasion for worry as toa 
declining market on corn this year. The market is so bare that 
it would take a tremendous pack to supply it and an unheard of 
one to break it. The packers who are selling futures at 60c and 
lower are foolish and are being laughed at by the very brokers 
who fill the orders. If they slight the quality to meet the prices, 
they will probably have their corn returned to them, for the job- 
bers will be able to be insistant this season. There are numer- 
ous changes in prices this week in our quotations. 

Peas are a doleful article in this section. The pack is not 
put at over 50 per cent. by the most enthusiastic, and then most 
of it is of the lower qualities The North and West will have 
good packs according to present indications, but not more than 
enough to supply the market there. However, packers need 
not expect record breaking prices on their second qualities as 
yet. They should remember, as will the sellers, that standard 
early June peas sold as futures as low as 72%c. These are 


yuoted now at 97%%c., but seconds will not reach this figure yet 
awhile. 

Peaches should be good property this year, for the crop 
promises to be light in all sections. The Peninsula promises to 
have not more than half a crop, Georgia lost hers by frost, and 
now just as we are going to press we receive word from Texas 
dated June 20, as follows: 


‘‘We have had a hail storm here which ruined all the 
peaches and fruit, so there will be nothing doing here in the 
canning line. So though you have just changed my paper to 
this point, please rechange it from De Leon, Tex., to Watson, 
Ill., and oblige Very truly, 

A. D. Hursh.’’ 

The market is one of small orders, but frequent and insist- 
ant, and is strong and advancing on all lines. All changes are 
upward and holders firm in their ideas. ‘‘Futures’’ on all lines 
are sharing this strong feeling, not being touched to any extent 
by any canners. 


Crop News. 


Pocahontas, Ark.—In a letter from Mr. W. T. Bispham, of Poca- 
hontas, Ark., he says under date of June 17, that things are burning up 
with him, and have been for about six weeks. Tomato prospects are poor 
as the plants die in the hills before you can get away from them, no matter 
what you do. And-that there are no prospects of rain. That corn is begin- 
ning to do likewise, and that cotton will need rain before long. 

High Rock, Pa.—The High Rock Canning Co., handling corn, toma- 
toes and apples, report to us that with more favorable weather conditions 
the crops are gradually increasing with them, and that they look for a 
50 per cent. increase over last year. They are paying $10.00 per ton for 
corn and 25c. per bushel for tomatoes, and at present writing prospects are 
fair, with the exception of apples, which will fall far behind last year. 

Goodrich, Tenn.—The Bon Aqua Canning Co. of here, handling 
only tomatoes, state in a letter dated June 14, that they estimate the acre- 
age as increased one-third over former years, but that at present prospects 
are very poor. They say ‘‘we will not get more than one-third of a crop. 
Very few plants have been set out and dry weather and bugs are injuring 
these. We have had no raius to amount to anything since April.’”’ Their 
normal yield is put down at 125 bushels to the acre, and they contract by 
the bushel of 60 pounds. 

Traverse City, Mich.—Mikesell & Co., under daté of June 13, write 
us that this is their first year in the operation of this factory, and that they 
will pack fruits of all kinds and string beans. Most of their crops are

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grown by them and the prospects at this time are good; and they consider 
the chances for a normal packing of all articles as favorable. 


Le Seuer, Minn.—The Minnesota Valley Canning Co., writing us 
under date of June 15, say: ‘‘Both of our crops~peas and corn—look fair 
at this writing, on an increased acreage over last season. An average yield 
of corn here is 3 tons to the acre, or 1,600 cans, and we are paying $7.00 per 
ton for corn. We should have 5,000 cases more than we secured last year. 
There are no new canneries in this section.”’ 


Sae City, la.—The Sac City Canning Co., which. handles corn only, 
wrote us June 14 as follows: ‘‘We contract, practically, for all our corn at 
$6.00 per ton, and glad to say the yield is increasing constantly, it being 
merely a matter of educating the farmers where and how to plant and raise 


the crop. Three tons to the acre is about the average, or figured in cans 
about 1800. We have only a normal acreage, but the prospects are excel- 
lent, and the pack this season should be heavier than usual, though we have 
no new canneries in this section.”’

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, June 21, 

The Market.—The rain the farmers wanted came in such 
profusion in some localities that the growing crops were washed 
out almost completely and will have to be replanted, or in the 
case of tomato plants be reset. As a whole, however, rains 
have benefited rather than injured most of the growing canning 
crops. It will require several weeks of dry weather to further 
damage either tomatoes or corn. For this much growers can be 
truly thankful, The market has changed comparatively little, 
though in some of the principal varieties increased demand is 
reported from the interior and from Canada. Conditions seem 
favorable to holders and sales are made at outside quotations in 
practically all instances. 

Salmon.—Offerings of all kinds for immediate delivery are 
lighter, according to some reports, than for a number of years 
at this season. The time is at hand when consumption is usu- 
ally the most liberal, consequently holders are becoming firmer 
in their views. So far, however, they have little more than the 
ordinary jobbing demand for the season upon which to base a 
test of the situation. The only grade in which increased activ- 
ity is particularly noticeable is pink. Latterly demand has 
assumed a rather active form, but is still largely of a jobbing 
character. Orders have come from nearly all points where 
pinks are favorites with consumers, but none are for more than 
a carload; and most of them are for much smaller quantities 
where the demand has reduced the available supply and caused 
a stronger feeling. It might be possible to pick up a few stray

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lots at $1.2734, though $1.30 seems to be the general quotation 
and a few are asking $1 35. Medium red isin very small com- 
pass and generally held at $1.55 to $1.60, though it is possible 
that some holders might still be willing to take orders for small 
quantities at $1.50. Red Alaska is offered sparingly, with $1.75 
quoted inside, though a few brands are still procurable at $1.72. 
The pack on the Columbia River continues light and orders are 
being confirmed on the basis of $1.95 for talls, $2. for flats and 
$1.20 for halves. Deliveries are necessarily slow because of the 
light run of fish. 

Sardines.—The market remains firm, but is without much 
animation. Deliveries of fish at the factories are reported light. 

Tomatoes.—Very little interest is shown in the local mar- 
ket, but advices from southern packing points say that buyers 
in the interior and in Canada are showing increased interest in 
spot goods. This demand coupled with the belief that stocks 
are light causes holders to remain firm in their insistence upon 
full prices. Very few are now willing to book orders below 
823%c. and a number hold out for 85c. on full standard Mary- 
land 3s. On futures 75c. f.o.b., with Baltimore rate of freight, 
is the best any packer is willing to do. 

Peas.—A rather active demand continues for spot standard 
and off standard goods for immediate delivery, but there are few 
to be had. State and western packers have withdrawn offerings. 
Present indications are that there will be no more than enough 
Alaskas to fill orders already in hand. The early pea cropseems 
to be at least 50 per cent. short, but later yarieties are doing 
well, according to recent advices. The recent rains have proba- 
bly made the crop of late peas in the south, New York State and 
the west equal to, if it does not exceed, previous averages. 

String Beans.—The market is not active, but holders are 
firm in their views and refuse to concede anything on prices. 


Asparagus.—The market is dull and prices are little more 
than nominal, 


California Fruits.— Most of the prices made by packers 
outside the association range from 15 to 30c. higher than last 
year according to pack and quality. Eastern buyers have placed 
a good many orders, but many of them are still awaiting the an- 
nouncement of association figures before closing the season’s 
purchases. On the spot stocks are in small compass and it is 
difficult to locate any considerable quantity of goods at inside 
quotations. 

Pineapples.—Stocks are scarce on the spot with demand 
more than equal tothe supply. Futures are strong with an up- 
ward tendency as the market now seems to be chiefly dependent 
on Hawaii for supplies. The high cost of packing in Baltimore 
has influenced most of the packers there to abandon pineapple 
as a staple. 

Apples.—No. tos are strongly held both for spot and future 
deliveries, but at prices asked there appears to be little demand,

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conditions there were somewhat chaotic. We had to instruct 
the shippers how to pack and handle their fruit and other pro- 
duce. In California they now carry on this business on a big 
scale. There are individual growers who ship enough produce 
to justify them in putting up their fruits and vegetables in uni- 
form containers and in Jabeling it as it should be. Here in 
Louisiana conditions are entirely different. We have few big 
growers. A negro will have a patch of tomatoes. He will go 
to a country store and tell them he wants to ship some tomatoes 
to the city and to give him a box. In some parts of the state 
the truck business is becoming a little more systematized. 
Packing houses have been started and the produce is brought to 
them, and then placed in uniform containers and properly 
marked for shipping. It is not that the shippers do not take 
pride in the produce that they ship out, but we are just begin- 
ning to learn the business here. In ten years you will not know 
South Louisiana. The finest produce in the world can be grown 
on reclaimed lands. This has been demonstrated on some new 


reclaimed land almost within the city limits and lying along the 
Northeastern Railroad. 


‘“There are three things in which fortunes can be made in 
Louisana. I refer to celery, cauliflower and artichokes. The 
best cauliflower in the world can be grown in the vicinity of 
Grand Isle. Take the Creole artichoke. It is superior to that 
of California, and the difference in the cost of freight alone 
would insure a good margin of profit to the grower in this State. 
The artichokes in California are raised on the hills around San 
Francisco. They terrace a hill and plant the artichokes on ter- 
races. They know just when to cut them, but here we wait 
until the plant is too large. 
Another thing—the Louisiana grower does not realize the value 
of grading his produce. I have heard Louisiana potato growers 
complain that they could not make money growing potatoes. 
They do not take the trouble to grade their potatoes, but put 
the small ones and the large ones together when they sack them. 


The small-sized artichoke is better. 


In other sections where they understand the business they assort 
their potatoes to suit the trade. If a hotel rings us up and 
wants several sacks of select potatoes, we go to a man who has 
the kind they want. They are able to pay for them and are 
entitled to get what they want. We need some western and 
northern men in Louisiana to show our people how produce 


should be handled if the best market prices are to be obtained. 
California has already acquired the art.’’ 


Sam Blum, another Poydras street produce man, expressed 


the view that Mr. Thompson had the right idea, but hadn’t 
brought it out clearly enough. 


‘“What we ought to do,’’ said Mr. Blum, ‘‘is to encourage 
the establishment of canning factories here. New Orleans has 
become the recognized market for canned shrimp and oysters 
within recent years to such an extent that we have practically 
put Baltimore out of business in this particular line. With the 
development and reclamation of land that is going on around us, 
there should be a steady stream of produce coming into this city. 
If we had good roads leading for forty miles out into the coun- 
try, wagons would be bringing produce here all the time. 
Instead of our bringing canned tomatoes here by the shipload 
from Baltimore, we should be sending out carloads and shiploads 
of them ourselves. Fortunes can be made in the canning busi- 
ness here. Some men have already made fortunes in this busi- 
ness. New Orleans should become a great canning centre, be- 
cause we have the choicest fruit, and the finest vegetables in the 
world for canning purposes. We ought to stir this subject up, 


as it is one that means increased prestige for New Orleans and 
greater prosperity for the surrounding country.

We would like to say to that dinky little sheet, the Indianapolis 
Trade Journal that we are not a ‘“‘quitter.’’ There are some people who 
would insist upon following their noses if it led them to walk off the roof 
of a skyscraper.

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California ‘Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., June 14, IQII. 

Several additional canneries bave opened for operations 
during the course of the past week, and the packing of cherries 
in California is now becoming general, but it will be a couple of 
weeks yet before the plants will be in full swing. The late 
ripening of the fruit has resulted in smaller shipments being 
sent East in the green state, and canners will thus be in a posi- 
tion to secure a larger porton of the crop than usual. Some 
damage was done last week to the cherry crop in the Sacramento 
and Santa Clara Valleys by a rain that fell, but this has affected 
white cherries almost cxclusively and is not extensive. The 
crop this year will be of fair size, and canners intend to put up 
a large pack, as there is absolutely no carryover of last season’s 
pack and the demand promises to be a healthy one. The prices 
for canned cherries will probably be about the same as they 
were last season, no advance being anticipated, except, perhaps 
on a few varieties. 

The packing of peas is now in full swing, and from the 
results that have been met with so far, it would seem that the 
crop will prove to be rather shorter than was anticipated. Some 
plants will not be able to put up more than fifty per cent of the 
pack of last season, ann it does not seem now that the pack for 
the State would be more than 75 per cent of that of last year. 
It was the intention to put up an increased pack, but the con- 
tinued wet weather during the months of January and February 
interfered with planting. The crop in the lowlands around 
Oakdale has been choked by weeds, and will prove light there. 


Some packers have already disposed of their expected output, 
and other concerns have withdrawn prices on some grades, 
The Caiifornia Fruit Canners’ Association has withdrawn quo- 
tations on No. 2 standards, and No. 8 sifted and extra sifted. 

An increased acreage has been devoted to tomatoes this 
season in the Bay section, but the plants have made but a slow 
growth to date, and some fields are not in a healthy condition. 
The pack this year should be a large one, as tomatoes will be 
handled by a number of canning plants that have never paid 
any attention to them before. 

The market for futures is firm here at following prices: 
No. 2% standards, 7oc.; No. 8 standards, $2.00; No. 2% solid 
pack, 85c.; No. 3 solid pack, $1.00; No. 10 solid pack, $2.50. 

Some of the asparagus canning plants are winding up their 
packing season and will close down during the coming week. 
Others will remain opén until the first of the month, and possi- 
bly longer, as the cool weather that is being experienced is tend- 
ing to prolong the season. Last season at this date some good 
sized shipments of the new pack were going forward to dis- 
tributing points, but this year most of the pack is still here, and 
it is anticipated that stocks will be kept here until some time jn 
the fall when jobbers are expected to commence to order more 
freely. Shipments of this article can then be made with canned 
fruit, and this will be an advantage to the small jobbers in the 
Middle West, reached only by rail. Growers in this State are 
still ploughing up their fields, and the acreage devoted to this 
vegetable wlll be materialiy reduced by another year with a 
large part of it in the direct control of the packers. Slightly 
higher rates are being quoted by some packers for this season’s 
crop, and others have withdrawn from sale some of the lines 
most in demand, but prices are still very low. 

The berry pack is now commencing, and this promises to 
be a large one, but will probably not be heavy enough to supply 
the demand, as an unusual amount of interest is now manifest

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in California berries, and the acreage devoted to these is not 
keeping pace with the demand. This is particularly. true in 
regard to Loganberries, and already the bulk of the season’s 
pack has been disposed of in advance. The packing of this 
berry is now under way as is also the packing of strawberries. 
Blackberries in sufficient quantities for canning purposes will be 
had in about two weeks. Public schdo] children from San 
Francisco are being taken to the berry fields where they will 
work during the summer, securing much needed out-of-door 
exercise, and at the same time earning good wages. Berry 
growers claim that it is the lack of help at harvest time that 
makes it inadvisable for them to materially increase their 
acreage. 

Shipments of the new season’s pack of Japanese crab are 
expected here at an early date, and will go into distributing 
channels at once, as spot stocks have been exhausted for some 
time. A further advance of 50c. a case is looked for soon as it 
is realized that many jobbers have oversold for future delivery. 

Apricots in carload lots are now leaving the State for the 
eastern markets, and it will be but a short time before canners 
will be enabled to commence operations. While prices will be 
higher this season, owing to the demands for the fruit for dry- 
ing purposes, and owing to the light crop, the pack will proba- 
bly show but little, if any, falling off, providing the ripening 
season is a satisfactory one. With the packing season com- 
mencing on fruits, the naming of opening prices on the part of 
the large operators will be but a matter of a short time and may 
be expected at any time. 

A deplorable accident occurred at the Milpitas plant of the 
California Fruit Canners’ Association on the evening of June 9, 
and Thomas J. Waistell, the night superintendent, is dead as a 
result of injuries received. The unfortunate man was passing 
down the plank walk between the cooking vats, and in some 
manner stumbled and fell into a large cauldron of boiling water. 


His cries brought immediate assistance, but he was so badly 
scalded that he died during the night after suffering agonies. 
The deceased had for years been in the employ of the California 
Fruit Canners’ Association and had worked his way up from 


the lower positions to superintendent of the night shift. He 
leaves a wife and two young sons. 


Isidor Jacobs, president of the California Canneries’ Co., 
has returned from an extended visit through the eastern States, 
where he investigated conditions in the canned food markets. 

G. L. Hegan, of Los Angeles, representing the Klamath 
River Canning Co., which is building a large salmon cannery on 
the Klamath River at Requa, was in Eureka recently on his

VIRGINIA AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENT STATION 


Continued From Last Week. 


CONTROL MEASURES. 


During the season of 1910 experimental work was con- 
ducted by the Department of Plant Pathology upon remedies 
likely to prove useful in controlling these diseases*. It was 
found that individual growers were using miscellaneous treat- 
ments against the so-called blight of the tomato. Some of these 
treatments appeared to be of real value, while others were of 
doubtful value. We desired to test as many of them as possi- 
ble. Experiments were conducted by us at Christiansburg and 
Blacksburg. At the same time, we had opportunity to observe 
the effects of the treatments applied by others in several counties 
in southwest Virginia. - 


EXPERIMENTS AT CHRISTIANSBURG, 


The experiments at Christiansburg were conducted in the 
field of Mr. F. D. Bolton, to whom we are indebted for many 
courtesies, as well as to Mr. W. H. Wickham, his manager. 
Five plots were laid out and received the following treatments: 


I. Sprayed four times with 4-5-50 Bordeaux Mixture. 

II. Check plot, unsprayed. 

III. Sprayed three times with 4-5-50 Bordeaux Mixture. 

IV. Sprayed three times with 1-33 commercial lime-sulphur. 

V. Sprayed twice with 1-33 commercial lime-sulphur. 

The balance of the field also served as a check plot, since it 
was unsprayed. The first planting of tomato plants was killed 
by a freeze May 14th, and the ground had to wait until a second 
supply could be obtained and planted. It was past the middle 
of June before the plants were fairly under way again. This 
caused the crop to be smaller on all plots than an average crop. 
Spray material was applied in the following order: 

July 12th, Plots I, III, IV. 

August rst, Plots I, III, IV, V. 

August 15th, Plots I, III, IV, V. 

Sept. 2nd, PlotI. 

The lime-sulphur solution was prepared by diluting 1 gal- 
lon of factory-boiled solution, testing 32 degrees on a Beaume 
spindle, to 33 gallons of water. The Bordeaux was made by 
dissolving and mixing 

4 lbs. copper sulphate (bluestone) ; 

5 lbs. quicklime (slacked with water); 

50 gallons water. 

The spray mixtures were applied through double vermorel 
nozzles from a barrel pump. Especial care was taken in spray- 
ing to cover with the fungicide the lower leaves and branches of 
the tomato plants. 

No tomato disease was noticed in these plots until after 
August 1st. At that time the Septoria leaf-spot began to ap- 
pear, but its dissemination was retarded somewhat by dry 
weather, which prevailed from July 25th until August 16th. 
On August 15th it was noticed that Septoria was prevalent in 
Plot II (the check plot), and to a less extent in Plots 1V and V, 
which had received the lime-sulphur. It was plain, however, 
that the disease was much less prevalent in these: plots than in 
the unsprayed plot. This is an interesting point in connection

with the history of Plot V, since that plot had had only the 
spraying given on August 1st and shows the effects of even a 
late spraying. An examination of the field at large showed 
that the Septoria fungus had caused widespread infection and 
that the Phytophthora fungus was present on plants growing in 
depressions where the soil was somewhat more moist. The in- 
fection (chiefly Septoria) had at this time killed the lower leaves 
of the vines for a distance equal to one-third or one-half their 
height (See Fig. 8). At this time the foliage of the sprayed 
plants showed better color and growth than that of the unsprayed 
plants of the next row. The difference in the foliage of plants 
in Plots I and II was an example in point. That of Plot I 
(sprayed with Bordeaux) was thrifty and dark green in color, 
while that of Plot II (unsprayed) was unthrifty and a pale 


green. The ditference was marked enough to be evident for 
some distance. 


On September 2nd it was found that the diseases (aided 
somewhat by showery weather) had continued to spread. How- 
ever, the plots receiving Bordeaux mixture remained almost 
entirely free from disease, showing no Phytophthora and only 
an insignificant amount of Septoria. On Plot IV, which re- 
ceived lime-sulphur, diseases were much more prevalent; Sep- 
toria was practically as bad as upon the check plot; Phytoph- 
thora, although materially less prevalent, was yet present on 
the foliage. On Plot V, receiving only two applications of lime- 
sulphur, both fungus diseases were practically unchecked. 
In the unsprayed plot, the Phytophthora, in addition to foliage 
injury, caused the decay of most of the fruit. From that time 
on, the relative prevalence of disease on the plots was not materi- 


ally changed, although the rhytophthora disease continued to 


develop longer than the Septoria leaf-blight. 
EXPERIMENTS AT BLACKSBURG. 


The experiments at Blacksburg were conducted upon the 
plots of the Experiment Station. Eleven plots were prepared 
and the tomatoes planted on them June 7th. Their treatment 
were as follows: 

I. Each plant received a large handful of sulphur in the 

soil around the base of the plant. 

II. Check plot, no treatment. 

III. Sulphate of potash equivalent to 300 lbs. per acre. 

IV. Acid phosphate equivalent to 300 lbs. per acre. 

V. Lime equivalent to 1 ton per acre. 

VI. Stable manure equivalent to 15 tons per acre. 

VII. Check plot, no treatment. 

VIII. Sprayed three times with 1 to 33 commercial lime- 

sulphur. 

IX. Sprayed three times witn : to 50 commercial “lime- 

sulphur. 

X. Check plot, no treatment. 

XI. Sprayed three times with 4-5-50 Bordeaux mixttre. 

The substances were applied to the soil of Plots I, III, IV, 
V and VI at the time the plants were set out. The applications 
of spray material were given July 11th, August 2d and 
August 18th. The results of the several experiments on Plots I 
to VI inclusive are briefly told, as not one sound tomato fruit 
was produced. On the plot sprayed with lime-sulphur a small 
amount of fruit was produced, while on the plot sprayed with 
Bordeaux mixture a good crop of merchantable fruit was pro- 
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duced. (Fig. 9.) In other words, the soil treatment had no 
effect in preventing the development and spread of the disease. 

This set of plots was remarkable in showing infection about 
August 1st by Phytophthora only, and showing the presence of 
practically no Septoria or other fungi throughout the season. 
The disease appeared about the time the first young tomatoes 
had attained a diameter of one inch, and it not only caused a 
destructive rot of the fruit, but devastated the foliage and stems 
as well. (See Fig. 5.) So universal was the infection that no 
fruit was matured on any but the sprayed plots. The use of 
factory-boiled lime-sulphur at dilutions of 1-33 and 1-50 proved 
moderately successful in combating the disease, but the applica- 
tion of 4-5-50 Bordeaux mixture was much more successful in 
controlling the disease. Experiments using lime-sulphur, con- 
ducted by the Horticultural Department in 1909 gave satisfac- 
tory results, but on account of some factor not understood the 
use of lime-sulphur in 1910 was not a practical success in either 
of our experiments. 

GENERAL CONTROL MEASURES. 

As an outcome of the foregoing experiments and observa- 
tions certain suggestions may be made, regarding practical 
means for controlling the blight and rot. Since the diseases are 
believed to be spread from spores produced upon the leaves of 
affected vines, it is highly advisable to burn in the fall the dead 
tomato vines. In selecting tomatoes for seed, avoid any which 
show indications of disease, and any which contain discolored or 
under-sized seeds. In southwestern Virginia, where these dis- 
eases have become so well established, there seems to be little 
value in rotating the tomatoes each year to new locations. The 
writer has had experience with one plantation on ground which 
had produced no vegetables of any kind for seven years. Toma- 
toes on this land suffered as much from the disease as upon land 
where tomatoes were planted yearly. Nevertheless, other things 
being equal, rotatiom would probably give increased vigor to the 


plants, which would by so much increase their resistance to 
disease-producing organisms. 

For dependable results no treatment has approached the use 
of spray mixtures. Bordeau mixture (standard 4-5-50 formula) 
has uniformly proven a successful fungicide for the control of 
these two injurious tomato diseases. Three applications will 
suffice in an ordinary season to control the diseases, and not 
more than five are necessary in an excessively wet season. 
Commercial lime-sulphur at a dilution of 1 part to 33 of water, 
or even to 50 parts of water, appears to act variably. From its 
use for tomato spraying in 1909 by the Horticultural Depart- 
ment of the Experiment Station, it appeared to answer fully as 
well as Bordeaux mixture. However, from our work in 
1910, as outlined previously, commercial lime-sulphur was 
not nearly as efficient as a fungicide on tomato disease as Bor- 
deaux mixture. So far as known, Bordeaux mixture was ex- 
clusively used by those who used spray mixtures in this county, 


but from other counties I have received favorable reports of the 
results of commercial lime-sulphur in 1910. 


For many reasons commercial lime-sulphur would be a 
desirable fungicide for this work, but it will require further 
testing before we can generally recommend its use for tomato- 
spraying, 

TOMATOES RESISTANT To THESE DISEASES. 


Several instances have come to notice in which tomato vines 
were wholly or in part free from these diseases. This has re- 
peatedly been the case with tomatoes raised in the Experiment 
Station greenhouses. For several years the Department of 
Horticulture has grown tomatoes during the winter in the green- 
houses without any spray treatment and without the appearance 
of either blight or rot, although the same varities suffered badly 
when grown in the summer in the open field. The reason for 
this freedom from disease is probably due to the fact that the 
vines were protected from infection with the disease-producing 
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organisms. Studies are being conducted on the conditions affect- 
ing the vitality and hibernation of these fungi, the results of 
which will be given later. 

We have found in several localities that the ‘‘Cherry’’ or 
‘‘Plum’’ varieties of tomatoes often withstood, in a large meas- 
ure, the attack of the blight and rot, while in the adjoining row 
the larger fruited type of tomato was completely destroyed by 
the diseases. ‘These tomatoes are too small for commercial cul- 
ture, although extensively grown in home gardens for preserves. 


Point Rot. 


This malady affects the tomato about the period of ripening 
and renders it unfit for food. It appears at the blossom end of 
the tomato as a hard, greenish black spot, slightly sunken. 
A large portion of the interior of the tomato becomes involved 
and its value destroyed. This Point Rot is usually worse in a 
dry season and disappears upon the advent of rainy weather. 
The cause of the disease is as yet unknown. Spraying is of no 
avail against the disease, nor is removal of infected fruit. 


SUMMARY. 


The trouble commonly known as tomato blight, which is 
causing very serious loss in southwestern Virginia, is caused by 
two fungus diseases. One, the ‘‘Septoria’’ blight, attacks only 
the leaves, and first appears on the lower leaves, killing them 
back. The other, the ‘‘Phytophthora’’ blight, attacks leaves, 
stems, and fruit, causing the whole plant to look as though it 
were killed by frost. This is apparently the same disease that 
causes ‘‘late blight’’ of potatoes. 

Experiments made in 1910 indicate that soil treatments, 
with sulphur, lime, manure or different kinds of fertilizers, have 
no value in controlling these blights. Three sprayings with 
Bordeaux mixture have controlled them perfectly. Lime-sul- 
phur sprays are perhaps equally effective, but this has not yet 
been proven. 


How the Brokers view the Market and Conditions. 


The Smith, Webster Company, of Belair, Md., under date of June 17th 
say: 

We can report little improvement in the crop prospects on the Peninsula. 
The demand for plants from that section is enormous, and cannot be sup- 
plied. In many parts of the Eastern Shore the drouth is yet unbroken, and 
it is impossible to prepare the land for planting. 

The Middle West has been a strong bidder for future threes at T5c. 
f.o.b., and a number of sales have been made at that price. 

Packers are offering sparingly. 

H. P. Strasbaugh, of Aberdeen, Md., says under date June 15th: 

FUTURE TOMATOES.—Hail, cyclone, hurricane, cloud-burst, horse and 
wagons, houses and barnes flying through the air, with the potato bug still 
clinging to what is left of the tomato plant and the cut worm still busy in 
his cyclone cellar surrounding the roots of the growing corn. This is the 
way the Tri-State section was treated last Monday night and how many to- 
matoes will be left to tell the tale is only a matter of conjecture. One thing 
certain is that there is enough business passing on 75 to 80 cent basis to in- 
dicate that the buyer and seller are not so far apart in their views. Balti- 
more rate of freight is generally confirmed by country packers which makes 
quotations from that city a little out of line. ! 

FuTuRE CorNn.—Sellers who like to see the ‘‘waving of the green’’ be- 
fore doing much future business and unlike those who sell before the seed is 
bought, are now offering a few thousand cases of what looks to them as a 
sure thing. Those who place orders with this class of sellers seldom have 
any cause for regret and the qualities of deliveries generally is the forerun- 
ner of repeat business. 

W. E. Silver & Co., of Aberdeen, Md., June 15th said: 

FUTURE TOMATOES.—A week ago some were predicting a weaker mar- 
ket—instead, today we can but report a firmer. 

A week ago some might have been induced to take 72%c. from a good 
buyer for No. 3 Standards, but, today they say ‘‘No’’ with decided empha- 
sis. 75c. is now their cry and not anxious at that. Buyers are beginning 
to realize that the cry of ‘‘dry weather’ and ‘‘no rain’’ was not a false 
alarm but an actual fact and in consequence that plants have been scarce 
and ground unprepared in many sections, and in the meantime the season is 
advancing and time for the setting of plants is passing and the old despised 
tomato, which in reality is the leading staple in the canned goods line, may 
fool somebody yet, as it has done so often before, and it is best to play on 
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the safe side and surely 75c. for No. 3s of good, reliable packing is not out 
of season and does not figure a millionaire’s profit to the packer, and so the 


orders have rolled in and like a big snowball have gained size and momen- 
tum in the rolling. 


FuTURE CoRN.—With spot corn so well cleaned up and the greatly in- 
creased demand for corn the last two years—the future corn market should 
be in good shape. The sales of future corn have been heavy—which gener- 
ally argues well for a stable market during the season. This takes a great 
deal of corn off the market until orders booked can be filled and often causes 
hedging on the part of packers—and boosting on the part of the distributors 
—all of which has a tendency to strengthen the situation. Corn is now a 
most popular staple and must not be judged by the laws laid down for it in 
the past. It takes a great lot to fill the cavity with present stocks on hand 
but an “‘aching void’. Corn is an interesting study this season and may 
bear watching- 

Thos. J. Meehan & Co., Baltimore, under date June 17th: 

Holders of spot tomatoes feel encouraged because of the increased de- 
mand for that article during this week, and the wide scattering of the goods 
to almost every State in the country, as well as to Canada. Ifthe demand 
increases again next week, an advance in the prices may be expected. It 
looks like there is a strong market ahead for spot tomatoes. The activity 
extended to future tomatoes, also, and there was some very liberal buying 
of them again this week, based on the continued unfavorable reports con- 
cerning the outlook for the crop in Maryland, Delaware, and the adjacent 
States. The tomato prophets and statistic sharps may be nearer to the 
mark this time than they usually are, but, all the same, there is not going 
to be any famine in canned tomatoes before the canning season of 1912 rolls 
around. There will be, probably, a strong market for all canned foods, 
with an upward trend to the prices, during the remainder of this year, 
brought about more by a general revival of business in all lines of merchan- 
dise if the present favorable outlook for and expectations of big crops of 


wheat, corn, and cotton are fully realized. Intending buyers of tomatoes, 
spot or futures, need not feel afraid to take the plunge. 


The pea season in this section is drawing toa close, and the best esti- 
mates place the output of the canned article at about 30% of an ordinary 
season’s pack, the largest shortage being in the higher grades of fancy sift- 
ed. There will be, probably, the smallest surplus stocks, over existing con- 
tracts, in the ordinary grades of seconds and standards for many years. 
String beans is the next crop to come on, and the first picking will be due 


next week. The demand for them is increasing, which is being helped by 
the high prices of peas. The growing popularity of canned sweet potatoes 
is attested by the large demand for them, the spot goods having steadily 


advanced to record prices and the quototions for future delivery are stiffen- 
ing up a bit. Spot corn is stronger and a shade higher, and future corn is 


very firm. There is not a weak spot In the other lines of vegetables, ex- 
cepting as to sauer kraut. 


The last picking of the strawberry crop, for canning purposes will be 
made in the coming week, and our canners have made a strong effort to 
cover their contracts in full and have a surplus of the fancy grades for the 
fall and winter trade, but without much success. The increase in the de- 
mand for preserved strawberries in recent years proves that there is always 
a market for fancy goods at fair prices, and it has led to a large increase in 
the pack of the other fruits in syrup. Fancy white cherries being another 
illustration of that fact, All the other berries are strong and fairly active. 
Blackberries and raspberries will be due in the next ten days or so. The 
canning of red and white cherries was cut short by the storm last Monday 
night in this State. Pears in standard syrup have almost been cleaned up 
also. The demand for spot peaches this week cleaned up all the No. 2 and 
No. 3 seconds in water, and caused an advance in pie peaches the stocks of 
which are exceedingly light. The buying of futute peaches, especially pies 
and seconds, has increased, the canners are not at all anxious to book large 
orders at today’s quotations, but will book small lots of the different grades 
to keep their brands before the trade. The reports concerning the peach 
crop continue to be unfavorable. The pack of new pineapples is very small 
up to date, and the demand for them is light. Apples were bought in small 


lots, and so were the other lines of fruits this week. It appears to be a year 
of short pack this season in all kinds of fruits in Baltimore and vicinity. 


Cove oysters are stronger, and may advance, though not so active as 
they were last week. 

Frank T. Stare Company, Waukesha, Wis., June 17th: 

Conditions in Wisconsin are still to the good. The peas are looking fine 
in most sections, while in others they are not quiteso good. They are grow- 
ing very fast on account of the excessive rainfall followed by the extremely 
hot weather of last week. The weather this week has been moderate, that 
is, not so extremely hot, which will allow the vines to mature and form 
larger pods, consequently more peas. The general outlook is favorable and 


we see no reason why Wisconsin should not have a very good pack. The 
continued rainfall during the latter part of May together with the hot 
weather which followed will have a tendency to bunch the peas and will 
tax the packers to their utmost capacity in order to get the peas into the 
cans before they are too dry. 

Most of our packers will be canning by Saturday of this week and the 
balance are sure to start not later than Monday or Tuesnay, some have been 
canning since early in the week. The new goods ought to be moving about 
the second or third week in July.

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Why Retail Grocers Should Sell Advertised Goods. 


Canners in all sections must have noted that President Sullivan, of the 
National Retail Grocers’ Association took particular care to hit hard all the 
advertised canned foods and other advertised lines handled by his members. 
This was done mainly in antagonism to the proposed name of the manufac- 
turer on all labels. 

As in any advertising campaign, the makers, in order to benefit by the 
advertising, must have their names appear, it might be said, his remarks hit 
the advertisers hardest. Such a policy, such a position to be taken by the 
president of so great a body of men as the retail grocers of the country is to 
say the least surprising. It is more—it is painful to think of a man in his 
position advocating such reactionery methods. We need more men with 
the push and energy to advertise, and he of all men should encourage them 
to advertise and not try to stop them. 

Along this line the remarks of a Mr. R. A. Foley, in the Grocery World, 
under the above heading are interesting and to the point : 

I want to point out to retail grocers how and why you should co-operate 
with the packer and manufacturer who is advertising to your customers his 
goods of standard quality in order that he may sell more through your 
stores. 

Don’t look upon the manufacturer as your enemy—as a man who is 
trying to get your money for goods which will stick on your shelves. 
Remember, the first sale to the grocer can’t possibly make him successful. 
He is more anxious to get the goods off your shelves, over your counters, 
into the homes of the people, than you are. If the goods “‘stick’’ you may 
lose a little money—probably tie it up for a somewhat longer time than is 
desirable. But he loses far more—he has clogged the channels of trade just 
as Hobson tried to stop the channel in Santiago Harbor. In -this case the 
failure to move the goods over your counters through the force of quality 
plus advertising, stops the way to the homes of the consumers who, after all, 
hold both your and his prosperity in their hands. 

The manufacturer or packer must have public support to win and so 
must you. You should work together. 

If he makes a good quality of goods, if he gives you a fair profit and 
advertises them properly, then isn’t it better to recommend and sell them 
than to sell unknown or inferior brands with which the ultimate satisfaction 
of the consumer is always a matter of doubt ? 

Every business man wants increased business and more net profit from 
this increase, for all hope to see the time when active work and worry will 
not be a daily necessity. "Now I believe that publicity—publicity by the 
manufacturer or packer and publicity by the retailer—will increase business 


for the grocer and increase profits. If you sell more Ivins cakes and crack- 
ers this month than last or this month than June, 1910, it does not neces- 
sarily mean that the increase correspondingly decreases your output in some 
other line—that you sell less of some other goods so that your total income 
does not change. As a matter of fact, it may be that hundreds of house- 
keepers have been brought to the point of buying goods already baked 
instead of baking their own cakes and cookies and that the assurance of 
purity has won them. 

Besides, there is a continuous increase in population which makes for an 
increase in business. To be sure new stores start up from time to time, but 
many do not last because they do not sell dependable goods. The poorest 
families want good groceries—those of medium income will have them. 
These two classes generally pay their bills. It is usually the people who 
want to appear very wealthy—who live beyond their means—that do not 
pay the grocer’s bills. And the grocer who is careless about quality is often 
cureless about credit. So the good grocers get the greatest share of the 
benefits from increasing population. 

There is another element—the public is being educated to quality—edu- 
cated to demand purity in food products. The Government, both State and 
National, is raising the standard. The leading newspapers in each import- 
ant city and town are constantly exposing fakes and impurities in foods and 
drugs. Purity and high quality are now synonymous. The public—espec- 
ially the woman in the home—knows the importance of buying standard- 
ized goods. These may cost a little more, but they are worth it. Hundreds 
of thousands of dollars are being expended annually to drive home the fact 
that economy in foods is the poorest economy of all. When the public 
really learns that every dollar saved in food means eventually two dollars to 
be paid to the doctor and the drug store, then every grocer can have a gual- 


ity shop and can make a decent profit on what he sells and uplift the tone 
and character of the business in general. 

If manufacturers and packers give a definite guarantee and spend 
money to tell the public what it means, why shouldn’t grocers follow the 
plan—sell goods they £vow are right, and that they in turn, backed by the 
packer or manufacturer, can guarantee? It is absolutely to their own in- 
terest to do so. 

I am not here to boost any special line of goods, but you all know that 
Ivins goods, for example, are guaranteed. Hunt’s preserves is 
— line so guaranteed. Likewise the H. J. Heinz products, and Van 

amp’s. 

E. A. Van Valkenburg, general manager of the North American, and a 
great factor in the pure food fignt, said to me only a few days ago: ‘The

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Some of our readers have been sorely puzzled how to mark 
their canned fruits as to the degree of syrup used. The reason 
for this is that when strawberries, for instance, have been pack- 
ed in a 20 degree syrup and the labels marked ‘‘packed in 20 de- 
gree syrup’’ they have been picked up by the pure food authori- 
ties and the charge brought against the packer that the syrup 
was not 20 degrees. The juice and water in the berries will 
always reduce the sugar content, and with strawberries to 
almost 50%. 

This seemed to work a hardship upon the honest packers 
who tried to pack the finer grades of fruit; but we can now tell 
them that the Department at Washington, and probably all 
State departments have given this matter consideration, and will 
make allowances for this dilution of the syrup by the water con- 
tained in the fruit, before taking action against any such pro- 
ducts. This applies, of course only to canned fruits, not to pre- 
serves which are prepared with increasing strengths of sugar 
solutions. 

A truthful declaration of the syrup used may, therefore, be 
used on the labels, or the phrase ‘‘Packed in — degrees of syrup 
at the time of packing’’ might be employed. 


The National Association has taken up with the Government 
the question of increasing the export of canned foods, and has 
been able to secure very favorable action along this line. This 

-is done through the Consular.Service, for this is one of its prin- 
ciple functions. The Government is always willing and ready 
to take up the matter of increasing markets for American goods 
in foreign countries, but of course it has todo this in a broad, 


general sense, and cannot do so for individuals or for any specific 
articles. It can and will take up the question of increased con- 
sumption of canned foods in all countries where Consular service 
is maintained. ‘This is what has been commenced, and to that 
end Secretary Gorrell was requested to submit a series of ques- 
tions upon which answers were desired. 


Accordingly, Secretary Gorrell prepared the following list 
of questions, and it will be noted they are very comprehensive. 
But if it should seem to you that any point of value has been 
overlooked, Mr. Gorrell will welcome the suggestion, and add 
the question tothe list. Make your suggestions at once, however. 


The National Canners Association Desires Information From 
The Bureau Of Manufacturers As Follows: 
1. Import duties of all foreign countries on all kinds of foods packed in 
hermetically sealed cans. 


2. The consumption of foods packed in hermetically sealed cans in each 
of the foreign countries covered by the consular service. 


3. In countries where canned foods are used, the approximate per 


capita consumption. 


4, The retail prices of canned foods (expressed in United States cur- 


rency) in countries where canned foods are consumed. 


5. The popular sizes of the cans or containers in the countries where 


canned foods are used. (Express in height and diameter of container). 

6. Is the method of preservation of canned foods, vlz: sterilization by 
intense heat only, generally known to the consumers of canned foods? 

7. If there is no consumption of such foods, the reasops for their non- 
use. 

8. Suggestions from the consuls for the increase of consumption of 
hermetically sealed foods. 

9. What countries pack foods in hermetically sealed cans, either for 
domestic or export purposes. 


The Utah Canners are to be called into a meeting at Ogden 
on July roth, whither Mr. Gorrell is going to meet with them 
and help form an Association, and also to interest them in the 
work of the National Association. This is a move in the right 
direction, as Utah has long held a responsible position in the 
canned food world, although the number of canners there is 
small. But with all the canners of that section drawn into this 
local Association, as we hope will be the case—and we want 
each one to take this as a personal invitation to be present—a 
splendidly working, active Association might be formed. 


After July roth Mr. Gorrell will leave Utah and go on to 
California, in the interest of the Association, and to further the 
great work of that body. His energies will not be confined to 
the fruit and vegetable canners of the Coast, although he will 
probably cover the Coast from Los Angeles up; but he will push 
on to the salmon canneries of the far north. 

This will give an inkling of the great work. the National 
Association is attempting in trying to bring into its fold all the 
interests covered by the expression; ‘‘hermetically sealed foods.’’ 


The Bureau of Scientific reserch, recently established by 
the National Association has begun its work and will have pack- 
ed at different factories every fruit and vegetable which goes 
into tincans. The packing will be done in containers of every 
different kind of known lacquer including experiments with 
some private lacquers which are not in general use. 

Different grades of tin will be used; also different coatings 
of tin. The cans for these packings have been specially manu- 
factured and are so marked as to be easily identified. Sufficient 
quantities of each article are to be packed in the different kind 
of containers, so that cans may be opened at different times and 
their contents analyzed and results noted. This means that 
there will have to be several] hundred cases of the various fruits 
and vegetables, all of which are to be stored in some specially 
selected, fire and frost proof warehouse, and be under the con- 
trol of the Association and also of the Government authorities. 


For in order to add to the authoritativeness of these tests 


Brigadier-General Sharpe, of the United States Commissary, 


has detailed special U. S. Army officers to be present at the 
making of the cans and at the packing of the goods. For the 
Government is much interested in these tests and will have spec- 
ial reports made by its representatives, 


This is the first time in the history of the canning business 
that any thing of the kind has ever been attempted, and it is 
needless to say the results will be watched by not only canners, 
but the food interests of the world in general with the greatest 
interest. Truly the canned goods business is moving on a pace,

pure food laws, must give the preference in his stock to goods which carry 
from the manufacturer or the packer a specific guarantee, so that they know 
exactly the ingredients entering into the goods they sell and know definitely 


that every artificial ingredient, every substitute, every preservative, every 
deleterious substance is omitted.’’ 


The grocer, to grow, must consider the ultimate satisfaction of the 
consumer. 


The grocer is a specialist in food products. His customer is not. There- 
fore, why should he not advise his customers concerning different lines of 
goods, concerning quality, etc., just as I advise my customers in my 
specialty—business-building ? 

For example, thousands of women are in the habit of buying 5 or 
10-cent bottles of vanilla flavoring extract. Every time they do this they 
pay not alone for vanilla flavor, but for a bottle and a cork, a label and the 
. cost of putting it on, a profit to the manufacturer, maybe to a jobber; a 
salesman’s expense, a retailer’s profit and the cost of packing and delivery. 


This is all waste in the economic system. No one gets any benefit 
from it. 


A well-known flavoring extract manufacturer assures me there is more 
vanilla flavoring power in a 25-cent bottle of his vanilla than in any four 
10-cent or eight 5-cent bottles of his or any other make and more profit to 
the dealer. One bottle, one making and packing operation, one delivery 
only is paid for—not four to eight. The grocer has less labor and makes 
more money—the consumer saves money and gets better goods. 

Now these little things should be pointed out by the grocer to his 
trade—he should disseminate information that while benefiting the custo- 
mer likewise benefits himself. No success in this line can be achieved by 
advertising alone. Without the good will and support of the grocer success 
is impossible. Therefore your position is a very important one—far more so 
than you realize. You have many annoyances to contend with and in the 
midst of a rush of business you have little time for reflection, for philoso- 
phy, for carrying on educational work. Yet by your advice when time 
permits, by the very character of the goods you display, carry and push, 
by the store methods you maintain, you can do your part to raise and hold 
aloft the standard of quality and appreciation of quality is the thing that 
stamps the average American home—that makes this the greatest country 
in the world in which to live. Nearly every home has its sanitary plumb- 
ing, improved method of heating, enameled bathtub, gas range and electric 
lights. Nearly every home should have likewise only first-class groceries, 
teas, coffees, canned foods, green groceries, baking products, etc. That’s 
largely up fo you. RICHARD A. FoLky.

Experiments on Shipping Tomatoes. 


Prof. Ladd, the North Dakota Pure Food Specialist has been looking 
into the effects on canned tomatoes by long shipments, to determine to what 
extent the contents are broken or reduced to liquids instead of remaining 
solid, as when packed. In other words to determine just what effect if any, 
the shipment of tomatoes has on the condition of the contents. He says: 

The North Dakota Food Law specifically requires that each and every 
product, in addition to being pure and free from chemical preservities and 
coloring matter, shall be labeled to show, = 

i—True name of the product. 

2—True grade of the product. 

3—True net weight of the product. 

4—True name and address of the manufacturer or jobber. 


In the case of tomatoes we have previously published standards as 
adopted by the packers’ and canners’ associations in different parts of the 
country, and there has recently come to our attention the standards as 
adopted by the Indiana Canners Association, Ohio Canners Association and, 
so far as the standards are concerned, by the Tri-State Canners’ Association. 

The weights as given for the standards are minimum. The method as 
established by these associations for determining the amount of tomatoes in 
each can is as follows: e 

“Contents of can drained on 4% inch wire mesh flat screen for two min- 
utes. 98% of shipment to comply with stipulations. 5 per cent. of ship- 
ment considered fair average for testing.”’ 

We consider that the method adopted heretofore by this Department, 
namely, passing the tomato liquid through a cheese-cloth, gives more satis- 
factory results and a higher tomato content for the packer than the one 
above described. Tomatoes which have been frozen in the can, or which 
are somewhat over-ripe and have been shipped for a long distance are often 
so badly broken up that in many cases a considerable proportion of the 
finer particles which pass through the sieve, would be retained on the 
cheese-cloth. 

On the other hand the addition of tomato pulp would not be shown by 
this method, but would be better indicated on the wire screen. 


CANNED TOMATOES. 


In previous bulletins we have discussed to a considerable extent the 
question of canned tomatoes and the amount of dry matter and liquid con- 
tained in samples as taken up in this state. Through the courtesy of

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H. B. Messenger of Federalsburg, Md., we have been able to make some 
experiments with tomatoes which were canned by him the latter part of 
1910. These cans of tomatoes had stood in the warehouse until the early 
spring, when 36 cans were removed as being average samples of the pro- 
ducts then on hand. Twelve cans were opened and examined by Mr. Mes- 
senger and associates, and the remaining 24 cans were packed in a case and 
shipped to the writer at Fargo, N. D. Twelve cans were then removed and 
examined for total weight, total solids, juice, etc. The remaining twelve 


cans were repacked and returned by freight to Maryland to be examined in 
the same manner. 


This gives us information desirable dlong several lines. It shows the 
range of variation in the cans as taken from the factory, and it enables us 
to compare the amount of solid tomato remaining on the screen before being 
shipped and after being received by us; it gives data with regard to the 
amount of breaking up or disintegration which takes place when products 
are shipped by freight half way across the continent, and the balance of the 
tomatoes when again returned to the original starting point. It has further 
enabled us to make a comparative study of separating the juice from the 


tomato by the use of the wire net as compared with the cheese-cloth. The 
results of these examinations are given in the following pages. 


In the following table the first set of figures is for the tomatoes as 
shipped from Maryland; the second set is for the tomatees as received at 
Fargo; and the third set for the tomatoes as returned to Maryland:

The above results are for the products as passed through the wire net 
and as provided for by the methods of the several Canners’ Associations. 
It shows to what extent shipping has tended to disintegrate or break up 
the tomatoes, or squeeze out the juice, thus giving a larger proportion 
of liquid. 

In addition to separating the solids from the liquid portion by means of 
the wire net, as already indicated, we then passed the liquid through a 


cheese-cloth, giving us the amount of tomato pulp remaining upon the wire 
‘net as compared with that on cheese-cloth for the twelve cans. The results 
are set forth in the following table:

It will be observed from the foregoing that the amount of solids retained 
on the cheese-cloth averaged 3.59 ounces per can greater than for the same 
cans on the wire net. This may show either the amount of breaking up 
which had taken place or the amount of pulp which had been added to the 
original contents of the can. The wire net method shows the amount of 
solid tomato. The cheese-cloth method shows not only the solid tomato, 
but also the amount of such pulp as may have been added, or show to what 
extent disintegration has taken place through rough usage in shipping. 

In the previous table it is shown that the amount of solids retained on 
the wire was 19.83 ounces, but as received in Fargo the amount was found 
to be 17.42 ounces, or a falling off of 2.4 ounces which made its appearance 
in the increased amount of liquid. In order to make our results compara- 
tive with results heretofore published we also give the amount of actual 
solids in the tomatoes and in the juice for the product as separated by the 
cheese-cloth method.

The total value of all kinds of fish and fish products taken 


by Canadian fishermen during the fiscal year 1909-10 was 


$29,629,170. This sum constitutes a record, being the highest 
yet reached during any one year in the history of the Canadian 
fisheries. It is $4,178,083 ahead of the fiscal year 1908-9 and 
$147,607 better than the total of 1905 which was the previous 
record. This result was obtained by 1,723 vessels, steamers 
and tugs, 5 of which were engaged in fur-seal hunting, and 
41,170 boats, the whole being manned by 68,663 men. During 
the year under review 15 fishermen lost their lives by drowning 
while prosecuting their calling. Sailboats in the shore fishery 
are being rapidly displaced by motor boats.

From the above figures it will be noted that the great in- 
crease in value for the year is due to the western Provinces, 
British Columbia alone contributing nearly $4,000,000 to the 
increase. With the exception of Nova Scotia, all the eastern 
Provinces fell below the previous year’s level. 

The following table shows the relative values of the princi- 
pal commercial fishes returning $100,000 and upward, in the 
order of their rank for the fiscal year 1909-10, with the increase 
or decrease when compared with the preceding fiscal period:

OF INDUSTRY—RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


There were employed in the actual work of fishing in the 
whole of Canada 7,931 men on board vessels and 60,732 in boats. 
In canneries and fish houses of various kinds on shore there 
were employed in the work of cleaning and preparing the fish 
for market 21,694, making a grand total of those directly en- 
gaged in the work of the fisheries of 90,357. This shows a 
decrease of 619 men in vessels and of 1,788 men in boats, and 
an increase in the number of fishworkers on shore of 7,941, 
making a net increase of 5,534 over the previous year. The 
large increase in the number of fishworkers was due chiefly to 
the greatly increased pack of salmon in the Fraser River district. 
Besides the foregoing there are many persons connected with 
the fisheries in an indirect way, such as coopers, teamsters, net 
and rope makers, boat builders, etc. The estimated total capi- 
tal invested in the fisheries of Canada amounts to $17,357,932. 
Of this sum $5,158,750 represents the value of vessels and boats, 
while $12,199,182 stands for the value of fishing gear, canneries, 
fish houses, and other fixtures necessary to the carrying on of 
the industry. 

The total Government expenditure for the fisheries during 
the fiscal year ending March 31, 1910, was $1,149,577, divided 
among the various services as follows: Salaries and disburse- 
ments of fishery officers, $173,272; fish breeding, $180,346; fish- 
eries protection service, $295,443; miscellaneous expenditure, 
$345,294; and $155,222 distributed as bounties to the fishermen 
of the maritime Provinces. The total amount received as 


revenue from fishing licenses, fines, etc., during the same period 
in the different Provinces was $85,071. There were 93 modus 
vivendi licenses issued to United States vessels during the year, 
the revenue from which amounted to $10,877, being an increase 
of 12 vessels and of $1,082 over 1909. 

[Fish of all kinds, fresh, frozen, packed in ice, salted, or 
preserved in any form, except sardines and other fish preserved 
in oil; and shellfish of all kinds, including oysters, lobsters, and 
clams in any state, fresh or packed, and coverings of the fore- 
going; also seal, herring, whale, and other fish oil, including 
cod oil, are embraced in Schedule A of the pending American- 
Canadian reciprocity agreement, which provides that certain 
spe ified articles, the growth, product, or manufacture of the 
United States, are to be exempt from tariff charges when im- 
ported into Canada from the United States, and reciprocally the 
same articles when the ‘growth, product, or manufacture of 
Canada are to be admitted into the United States free of duty 
when imported from Canada.—B. M.]
